Chicago, November 23.—Bearing on 
their faces the tatteo brand of Arabian 
slavery, Rose and Helen Manherian, 
twé young Armenian girls, are in tle 
Chicago Memorial hospital where duc:

that had been a sign of servitude. 

The two were brought to this coun- 
try from Arabia by their brotier 
Horhik, who learned otf their where- 
abouts through English ‘lomimies, ac- 
cording to the story told by the dec- 
tors and nurses at the hospital. 

It was in 1915 when irouble sta.t- 
ed for Rose and Helen. With ther 
father, mother and an older brother, 
they resided among the mountains ‘n 
Urfa, Mesopotamia. Then came tle 
Turkish. troops and fignating. The 
father and brother disappeared, No 
one knows their fate. 

The two childreh and their mother 
were herded into the desert, 
the mother died from exhaustion.

If things go on like they have 
started you will see the farmers drift 
back to the farm again from town and 
cotton mills and we will be able to 
eat some of the surplus wheat you 
were writing about sime time ago. 
There is nothing wrong - with the 
farming. It’s just the way the farm- 
ers have been treated. There is no 
reason to starve the farmers to death 
a year or two and then let them have 
plenty a year or two. If everybody 
would get on the plan to live and let 
live we would always have prosperity.

SEBORRHEA OLEOSA. 

I do fondly hope that my readers 
have by this time begun to think that 
the pores ain’t what they used te be. 
It is no small matter abolishing such 
a deeply grounded fallacy as the pop- 
ular one that the human skin has a 
phenomenal set of pores, each equip- 
ped with a little trap door which opens 
opens and shuts almost at the whim of 
fate, and that it is, technically speak- 
ing, all off with the poor chap who 
happens to go out somewhere while 
his pores are all open through some 
accident to the trap door machinery. 
But with the right inspiration and de- 
termination a great deal may be ac- 
complished in this direction. I've been 
engaged in this crusade only a few 
years and to dafe I have abolished 
the following: 

(1) Colds. 

Nervous breakdown. 
The rheumatiz. 
Marking babies, 
Uric acid. 
Biliousness, 
pathy (fill in the blank 


yourself.) 

(8) The climate. 

(9) Overwork. 

I always did hate to hear of people 
succumbing to No. 1 or No. 9; so J 
put a stop to it. 

Rouse up, now, folks, and: give ear. 
We're coming to the medicine. You 
know J always reserve that till the 
very last; then, quietly, discover I 
haven't room left to give it. I don’t 
give much medicine here, but sueh 
as I do give is real medicine, it re- 
quires ‘a little room to administer real 
medicine as anybody knows who has 
ever given a live boy a nice dose of 
castor oil. 

A famous lotion for simple sebor- 
rhea, excessive oiliness of the skin or 
“enlarged pores,” is called white lo- 
tion; the recipe is: Zine sulphate, 
one ‘dram; sulphurated potassium 
(also called potassa sulphurata and 
liver of sulphur), one dram; rose wa- 
ter, four ounces.

This lotion, a yellow gray- 
ish white mixture, must be wel] shak- 
en up. each time, just before it is ap- 
plied.

it on the skin with the fimgers, and, 


allowing it to dry on. It may be 
used each night. each alternative night 
or in some cases two or three times 
daily. Wash it off next morning. Aft- 
er a week or two, if it is used freqnent- 
ly, some irritation of the skin may be 
noticed. If so, set the medicine on the 
shelf over the sink for a week or two, 
then resume as needed. °

ENERAL TAX ACT 


READY FOR SENATE. 


After lengthy consideration of the 
general tax act as passed by the 
house, the senate finance committee 
concluded its deliberations on the 
measure Friday morning and sub- 
mitted it to the senate with recom- 
mendations that it “do pass as 
amended.” The entire upper house 
then took up consideration of the act, 
by separate paragraphs and before 
adjournment for the week-end suc- 
ceeded in passage of more than half 
of the measure, leaving the remainder 
until Monday. 

At the request of Senator Lank- 
ford, the provision as amended by 
the finance committee repealing the 
tax of $2,500 on grand opera con- 
certs in the state was held over until 
Monday when an effort will be made 
to over-ride the committee’s amend- 
ment and leave the tax included in 
the act, The fight for this provision 
will be led by Senator Lankford, 
while formidable opposition to the 
provision will be waged by Senators 
Phillips, Johne, Pace and King. 

Senate leaders expressed confi- 
dence that the general tax act, in-

nance committee, will be passed Mon- 
day afernoon, The bill in its amended 
form will then be transmitted to the 
house for ita consideration of the 
pmended paragraphs.
